Rather than criticize the World 
Wrestling Federation officials, 
maybe you should GIVE THEM 
A CHANCE!! Currently, from 
what I am being told, the 
“Titan brass” HAVE BEEN, and 
STILL ARE, considering bring- 
ing in talent from the ultimate 
fighting world! Who, where 
and when? For that, you’ll 
have to stay tuned! 
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Several weeks ago, Commissioner Slaughter 
announced on live television that he would be suspend- 
ing Stone Cold Steve Austin’s wrestling license in an 
effort to keep the former Intercontinental Champion 
trom possibly ending his own career with the threat of 
another neck injury. What followed was a seemingly 
senseless massacre of Stone Cold Stunners headed up 
by the Federation’s toughest S.O.B. on any official— 
or superstar—who dared get in his face! Jim Ross was 
the first to suffer the blunt end of such an assault at 
Ground Zero, followed by Slaughter the very next 
night on RAW IS WAR.

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ho would have ever 

thought that in the midst 

of a “troubled” 1997 
society, a masked man waving a 
red, white and blue flag would 
ever get over? 

Not I. 

Face it, the World Wrestling 
Federation had seen it all before, 
AND during times when it was 
“fashionable” to be patriotic. It all 
began in the early ‘80s with Sgft. 
Slaughter. Next came the 
WrestleMania years and Mike 
Rotundo and Barry Windham’s 
U.S. Express. That was then 
followed by Corporal Kirchner—a 
guy who never quite lived up to his 
potential—and last but not least, 
arguably the most successful patriot 
of all—the lumber-wielding 
Hacksaw Jim Duggan. (I dare not 
include the Lex Express. The wheels 
blew out on that bad boy before it 
even hit Interstate-95!) With the 
possible exception of Kirchner, all 
these athletes would have made 
Uncle Sam proud. They all took a 
heroic stand for truth, justice and 
the American way. They all were 
the “soldiers of the people.” But 
that was then... and this is now. In 
1997, you just can’t sell the fans 
heroes, let alone “super” heroes, 
and on the surface—that’s what Del 
Wilkes appeared to be. 

Draped in old glory, the Patriot 
arrived on the scene just in time to 
fight the battle against America’s 
evil (though not mighty) nemesis— 
Canada and its number one villain, 
Bret Hart. Even though a phone 
booth had nothing to do with the 
open—we had all seen this before. 
Or... so we thought. Historically, 
when was the last time a “super 
hero” let his true identity be 
known? | mean, Aunt Harriet didn’t 
even know that her nephew Bruce 
was prancing around as the 
“Caped Crusader” by night!!! 
Upon his arrival, the Patriot made it 
clear that his name was Del 
Wilkes, and that as a man... he 
was no different from you—and 
me. Even though he was a gifted 
athlete—a stand-out football player 
at the University of South 
Carolina—he never “guaranteed” 
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the fans victory; all he “guaran- 
teed” was that he would give 100 
percent each time out. And thus far, 
he has. 

In this day and age, it’s hard to 
believe, but Del Wilkes IS the real 
deal. Both a dedicated husband 
and a loving father, he thrives on 
setting an example for others by 
simply being the best that he can 
be—and that’s all anybody can ask 
of anyone. Sometimes it’s not all 
about winning and losing, but 
rather living up to your responsibili- 
ties and setting the standard by ex- 
ample. Both inside and outside the 
ring, Del Wilkes has accomplished 
that with flying red, white and blue 
colors! 

In a world without heroes, Del 
Wilkes may be the next best thing. 


EDITOR: Where were you born? 


WILKES: | was born and bred in 
Columbia, South Carolina. 


EDITOR: What did your parents 
do for a living? 


WILKES: My mother ran an 
in-home day care for about 18 
years, and my father was a farm 
equipment salesman for a company 
in my town. 


EDITOR: Do you have any 
brothers or sisters? 


WILKES: I’ve got a 
younger brother anda | 
younger sister. 


EDITOR: What kind 
of a kid were you? 
What values did 
your parents instill 
in you? 


WILKES: | had 
fairly strict 
parents who 
raised me in a 
strict environ- 
ment. We went 
to church every 
Sunday, and 
like any other 
kid, | was 


involved with sports—primarily foot- 
ball. | was a sports fanatic. | wasn’t 
very multi-dimensional in any other 
sport, but | did play one year of 
baseball. But all in all, | had a very 
good family, and we spent a lot of 
time together. We're still very tight 
to this day. 


EDITOR: What kind of a student 
were you? 


WILKES: A good student. | probably 
could have been a better student, 
but | prided myself on doing the 
things it took to get by in school. | 
was an A or B student. 


EDITOR: Who were some of your 
role models? 


WILKES: Well, once again, it all 
relates back to sports. Being the 
sports freak | was, growing up my 
favorite team was the Los Angeles 
Rams. How a kid from South 
Carolina connected with the Los 
Angeles Rams and Roman Gabriel

EDITOR: How did you 
go from that point in 
your life to the squared 
circle? 


§: | had a friend that went to 
del-The Military College of 
Carolina in Charleston. We 
talked somewhat tongue-in- 
k about getting into wrestling. 
e had always gone to the matches 
en they came to Columbia. One 
day we just decided we had talked 
about it long enough. We were still 
- young and had the ability, so we 
gave it a shot. So, there was a 
school there in South Carolina 
owned and operated by the 
Fabulous Moolah, one of the great 
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women wrestlers of all time. 
Unfortunately, it was more geared 
toward training women than men, so 
| didn’t benefit from it that much. But, 
at least it was a place to start, and at 
the time it was the most affordable of 
all the schools. So, | paid my money, 
went there and got what training | 
could out of it. Basically, after that it 
was learn on the run. As | did it, 
| learned. 


EDITOR: Where did you first make 
your pro debut? 


WILKES: We were working small 
cards around the state, and Moolah 
happened to get me and Wahoo 
McDaniel in one of the main events. 
After | met Wahoo, we immediately hit 
it off, maybe it was the background 
and football, but we really hit it off. He 
seemed to take a liking to me and was 
interested in furthering my career. So, 
at that time he was working for Verne 
Gagne in the American Wrestling 
Association (AWA), and he told me to 
go up there. That was really my first 
experience at a bigger level. While in 
Minneapolis | trained with Brad 
Rheingans while also working 
some shows. 


EDITOR: When, where, how and 
why was the Patriot born? 


WILKES: That happened when the 
Global Wrestling Federation (GWF) 
started. | think it was maybe the 
summer of ‘90 or ‘91. They called me 
and told me they wanted me 
to be there for their first television tap- 
ings. And, about an hour before the 
tapings, Joe Pedicino pulled me aside 
and said he had an idea. Out of this 
box he pulled an Uncle Sam hat— 
which | didn’t particularly like—and a 
red, white and blue mask along with 
a pair of red, white and blue tights. 
At that time the Persian Gulf War was 
going on, so | thought the timing was 
pretty good. | was unsure a little as 
to whether the character would 
work, but | was willing to give it a 
shot. That was the first time the 
Patriot appeared on television. 


EDITOR: What was it like being 
the “big fish” in the “little pond” 
in the GWFe 


WILKES: It was positive. | had an 
opportunity to wrestle against some 
top name wrestlers that | had only 
heard about or seen on television. It 
was also great exposure being on all 
over the country on ESPN. We really 
thought the GWF had a chance of 
making it competing against the “big 
two” of World Wrestling Federation 
and WCW. We had older guys that 
were on the down side of their 
careers, but they were still names, 
and they would help us draw fans. 
Then we had younger guys like 
myself that were just working their 
way up. We really thought it would 
work, but unfortunately, it didn’t last 
very long. | enjoyed it while | was 
there, and it was good exposure for 
me while being a learning experi- 
ence. After Global closed shop, | 
primarily worked out of Japan for 
Giant Baba. 


EDITOR: How do you feel about 
those who aren’t familiar with your 
seven years in Global and Japan 
and look at Del Wilkes as an 
overnight sensation, or a guy who 
hasn't paid his dues? 


WILKES: It’s like the old saying “out 
of sight, out of mind.” It’s hard for 
the American fans to see the 
Japanese wrestling on television here 
unless they can get videotapes. They 
never saw me, so they didn’t know | 
existed. | paid my dues when | drove 
all over the South, most of the time 
for no payoffs and no money. Just as 
everyone else in this business | 
worked my way up. Wr

Erich name went hand-in-hand with the Alamo. 

At the time, WCCW had just seceded from the 
National Wrestling Alliance (NWA), and promoters 
converted their North American Title into the 
Heavyweight Title to reflect their global expansion— 
a belt Rude had defeated “Iceman” King Parsons for 
in November of 1985. During his stay in Dallas— 
where he was managed by the man we know today 
as Paul Bearer—the Ravishing One not only turned 
back the challenges of the Von Erichs and the Dingo 
- Warrior (who went on to become the Ultimate 
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Warrior), but captured hai Television Title during his 
heavyweight reign as well. 

After establishing himself as an up-and-coming star 
in WCCW, Rude opted to continue his climb up the 
ladder in the sport by entering the NWA in mid-1986 
under the guidance of Paul Jones. The manager 
teamed his protege with “The Raging Bull” Manny 
Fernandez, and both grapplers captured the promo- 
tion’s Tag Team Title from the Rock ‘N’ Roll Express 
that December. Almost as quickly as the former arm 
wrestler had appeared in the NWA, he opted to enter 
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the “big time” of the World 
Wrestling Federation when the 
golden opportunity presented itself 
in early 1987. 

Under the tutelage of Bobby 
“The Brain” Heenan, Rude 
would insist on inviting 
women up from the crowd 
prior to each match to give 
them a taste of what a “real 
man” was like. His chiseled 
frame not only left women in 
awe, but earned him the Jesse 
“The Body” Ventura Award at 
the 1987 Slammys for his im- 
pressive physique. In his first 
Pay-Per-View appearance that 
year at the Survivor Series, 
the Ravishing One teamed 
with fellow “Heenan Family” 
members Andre the Giant, the 
One Man Gang, King Kong 
Bundy and singles star Butch 
Reed to defeat the combina- 
tion of Hulk Hogan, Bam Bam 
Bigelow, Paul Orndorff, Don 
Muraco and Ken Patera. 

Following that November 
event, Rude’s pre-match antics 
with female fans would turn 
against him, when he made the 
mistake of singling out Cheryl 
Roberts—wife of Jake “The Snake” 
Roberts. After learning the identity 
of her husband, the cocky superstar 
erupted into a tirade that attracted 
the ire of “the Snake”. What 
followed was months of taunting by 
Rude—often bearing the likeness of 
Cheryl on his wrestling tights—and 
a WrestleMania |V Federation Title 
tournament match where both 
superstars eliminated each other 
via double disqualification. 

While many thought his personal 
war with Jake Roberts went unset- 
tled, Rude shifted his attention to 
capturing Federation gold in the 
form of the Intercontinental Title— 


a belt then held by former nemesis 


the Ultimate Warrior. In order to an- 
tagonize the Warrior into granting 
him a shot at the title, Rude ignited 
his enemy's hatred by using the 
champion’s likeness on the back 
end of his tights in much the 
same way as he had with Cheryl 
Roberts’. The brash superstar need- 
ed to lobby no further, as he had 
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his shot for the Intercontinental belt 
at WrestleMania V. While Rude 
was able to walk out that night in 
Atlantic City, New Jersey, the new 
titlist, he dropped the championship 


back to the Warrior just five months 
later at SummerSlam ‘89. 

After captaining his own ‘89 
Survivor Series team—consisting of 
the Ravishing One, Mr. Perfect and 
the Rougeau Brothers—known as 
the “Rude Brood” in a win against 
Roddy Piper, Jimmy “Superfly” 
Snuka and the Bushwhackers— 
collectively labeled “Roddy’s 
Rowdies”—the former Inter- 
continental Champion engaged in 
several matches against Piper and 
Snuka in the upcoming months. 
However, all roads led back to the 
inevitable meeting with the 
Warrior... this time inside a steel 
cage for the Federation Title at 
SummerSlam ‘90. 

Subsequent to failing to take 
home the gold at that August event, 
Rude left the spotlight of the 
Federation to pursue other interests, 
including a stop in World 
Championship Wrestling and 
numerous tours of Japan. During 
this duration away from the “big 
time”, he suffered a severe back 
injury in 1994 while competing in 


the Far East... a predicament which | 
eventually forced him to the side- 
lines to face the possibility of retire- 
ment. After seeing numerous 
specialists, Rude opted to put his 
wrestling career on hold and 
instead tried his hand at 
various roles outside the 
squared circle—such as a 
career in acting and as 
a color commentator with 


Extreme Championship 
Wrestling. 
Recently, the former 


Intercontinental Champion 
made a surprise return to the 
Federation during an episode 
of RAW IS WAR this past 
August—assisting Shawn 
Michaels in a win over 
Mankind. The following week 
in the War Zone, Rude 
proclaimed himself the 
Federation's version of an- 
“insurance salesman” and 
stated his premium services 
would go to the highest 
bidder. Following _ this 
announcement, the Ravishing 
One interfered in a tag team 
melee’ featuring the Heartbreak Kid 
and Hunter HearstHelmsley against 
the Undertaker and Mankind— 
setting up the Man from the Dark 
Side so Shawn could bloody the 
phenom with a chair. Questions still 
remained at the time.as to whether 
it was Michaels, Hunter or perhaps 
ANOTHER benefactor who paid 
the premium! 

Now content to continue offering 
his “insurance” to any superstar 
willing to pay the price, Rude most 
likely enjoys the steady increase in 
his bank balance. While a return to 
the squared circle might someday 
be in the cards, some wrestling 
insiders speculate that his motives 
are solely financial at the moment. 
He remains a proven superstar in 
sports-entertainment based on the 
influence his career has had on 
officials and superstars alike. 

- And when it comes time to “Cut 
the Music!” on his career, fans 
will certainly have no trouble 
remembering what stamp this self- 
proclaimed “real man” left on 
the Federation. WF

Federation matchmakers will probably throw these 
two into the ring as soon as possible, with the promo- 
tion centering on revenge. 

Will the Federation be happy if one or both men 
suffer a debilitating injury? Of course not. But they 
will hold some responsibility if they don’t tell the other 
side of the story that Owen Hart did feel compassion 
tor Steve Austin at SummerSlam and was overcome 
with emotion after the match. In my opinion, by only 
telling the story of revenge, the Federation could be 
putting two of their most valuable commodities on a 
collision course with permanent injury. 

Years after being paralyzed from the neck down, 
former New England Patriots wide receiver Darryl 
Stingly forgave Jack Tatum, telling him that his 
injuries were part of the physical game they played. 
Despite the loss of a family member and a national 
hero, the family of Korean boxer Duk Koo Kim 
forgave Ray Mancini for his role in the brutal death of 
their loved one, as they said it was a risk all boxers 
take when they enter the ring. Will either Tatum 
or Mancini ever be able to forget these horrible 
incidents? It is highly unlikely, with the same going 
for both Owen Hart, who will forever carry this 
memory, and Stone Cold Steve Austin, who will bear 
the scars of this injury for the rest of his life. In my 
opinion, however, the remorse felt by Owen Hart 
should be the main story, not the revenge desired by a 
wounded soldier who may not have all the facts.
